Football at Carlisle
Big Boost to Sport

Restoring Game at Indian
School Meets with Pop¬

ular Approval
When the Department of *he 1

tenor in Washington issued the order

raetoriag football as a -i-ort to the

Carlis.e Indian School it made a move

which has won favor with aU devotOOS
of this grippmg sport.

I_»st year, when the Indian team

waa tom asunder by internal dissea*
sion and open rebellion, the Inden

Commission ordered the abo'.ition of

football. The aboriginea have long
been one of the most pictur. lejUS
teams on the gridlron, and football
moumed bb it prepared for the loss.

Stonea rich in unusual incident

might be tojd of the Car'.isle teams.

They played the game as they lived
their lives; hard, rough ar.d with that

contempt for physieal mjury which is

traditional of their race. Nor were

cunning and trickery lacking.
Under the tutelage of Gienn War¬

ner, who now is in charge of the

Univeralty of Pittsburgh football
team, Carlisle School rose to its great¬
est heights on the gndiron. Until re¬

eently, when the curriculum was

broadened, Carlisle did not rank
scholastleally with the majority of our

secondary schools.
Played College Teams

Rut only college teamg were played
Bgainst by the Indians. and it was

ruled that any man who had played
for four years at Carlisle was ineligi-
ble to represent any of the colleges.
lt is true, however, that. most ot the
Indian players were older than the
white boys at the prep schools.

It may be that the Indian authorities
had a stronger motive in restoring
football than the desire to see Car¬
lisle represented on the gridiron. The
sport appealed to the boys. It was

hard and rough; it possessed that ele¬
ment of physieal encounter that they
loved. It is charactenstic of the
Indian to glory in physieal prowess.
It is more than charactenstic: it ii
part of their very being, lribred by
centurics of life in the open. In the
old days the most successful warner

was elected chief of the tnbe. The
desire to stand forth was inculcated
ia every Indian boy. The warriors
stalked through the old villages show¬
ing their stnngs of scalps. Ine man

with the greatest number of buffalo
robes, with the greatest number of
horses, was rated the richest. At Car-
liulo thc hcroes of the gndiron were

the heroes of the school.
The desire to make the football

team attracted the boys to the school.
While there they studied English and
learned the way of the white man ar.d
to live his life. Granting this be true,
it was a vr.se move to restore the at-
traction to the school. The uplift and
advancement of the Indiau race is the
chief object of the Indian Department,
uiid if football at Carlisle can be used
to assist in this uplift, then the com
missioners did well to restore it.

Every College Boasts Heroea
Every college boasts its heroes of

the gridiron, and none more than Car¬
lisle. The fame of Thaddeus Red
Water, .Metoxen, Remus, Jerry and
Hawley Pierce, those mighty brothers
of days long gone; Waiiseka, Pete
Hauser, Frank Hudson, the wizard of
the drop kick; Seneca, AU-Amenca
halfback of '98; Gardner and h,s mate
Lxendine, two of the greatc;-t ends :n

the history of football, will live while
Carlisie Indian School endures. There
is no heart under a copper skin that
will not beat high when the praise of
Charley Dillon, who tricked Harvard
by Blipping the bail under his jersey
and scoring a touehdown, is sung. Nor
will men of the stamp of Frank Mour.t
Piia^ant, Dr. William Johnson, Mike
Ralenti, Steam Roller Powell, Joe
Guyon and his brother Charley, Lone
Star, Arcasa, Bergie, Newashe, Gus
Welch and a host of others -ever die in
the tradition of the school.
